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That the pꝛelervation of the laid River is ok ſo great and elpecial conſequence, axe graciouſly plealed vy this Pur Nopal Pꝛoc * 
wich the advice of Our Pꝛivy Council) ſtraitih to Charge and Command, That all and every the Grants, Clauſes — 
in the ſaid Acts of Parliament, Letters Patents, and in all other Our Letters Patents. O2ders and Pꝛoclamations concerning the 
ſaid River Enacted, Made, Eſtabliſhed, Gꝛanted oz Confirmed, be from time to time carefally obeyed, obſerved, and perkoꝛmed; And 
7ae do hereby ſtrictly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and ſingular the Juhabitants of Our City of London, the Suburbs and Liberties there- 
of, Pur City of Veltminſter, and allo the inhavitants of Dur leverat Counties of Middleſex and Hertford, andlikewiſe all the Plum⸗ 
mers, Paviers, and other Artificers whomloever, and every of them, That they no2 any of them, do oz thall pꝛelume at any tune 
oꝛ times hereafter, without the pzivity- permiſſion and allowance of the Governour and Company afozeſaid foꝛ the time being, co m⸗ 
termeddle with the laid Wozks, oꝛ any ofthe Pipes oꝛ Bꝛanches thereof, oꝛ to convey oꝛ derive any Pipe oꝛ Branch, Pipes oꝛ Bꝛanch- 
es of the laid Water into their oz any of their Houles, oꝛ other places, noꝛ (hall fetch oz carry the water ont of the laid River the 
Pipes 92 Bꝛanches thereof, o2 otherwile hinder, waſte oz conſume, diſturb, infect, abuſe oꝛ coꝛrupt the ſame River, by ſrtting up ok 
G2ates-- overflowing of Gꝛounds, making of Trenches oꝛ Dzains, filling of Ponds, Fiſhing, watering of Cattel⸗ keeping of Geele oꝛ 
Ducks thereupon, caſting of Carrion thereinto, oꝛ by doing oꝛ permitting any milulance, annoyance, let, ſtoppage, oꝛ pꝛejudice what⸗ 
vever to the ſtream of Our ſaid River many part ot the Currant thereof, noꝛ (Hall cut, ſpoil, take away oꝛ deſtrop any the Bꝛanches 
2B2idges>Wharkfs, Poſts, Rails, Banks, Wounds oz Fences to the laid River in any wiſe belonging 02 appertaining, 02 therewith 
enjoyed, 02 lying neer, oꝛ behooful to the ſame, upon pain of Our high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch pains, penaltics and puniſhments, as 
by the Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom, ' 92 Our Pꝛerogative⸗Ropal can and may be inflicted upon the offenders foz contempt. 
of Our Royal Mili and Pleaſure herein declared: And We do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command all Mayoꝛs, Juſtices of Peace 
Commiſſioners of Sewers, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Conſtables, Headbozoughs,. and all other Our Officers, Miniſters and Subjects 
within Our laid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, the Suburbs and Liberties thereof, Our Counties of Middleſex and Hertford. 
whom the lame ſh all oꝛ may concern, That they and every of them hereafter be vigilant and circumlpect, that Our Royal Tul and 
Pleaſure herein declared, be from time to time effectually obſerved ; And that they and every of chem in their leberal Offices and 
Places reſpectively, without excule oꝛ delay, be upon all occaſions aiding and aſſiſting to the ſaid Governour and Company, their 
Officers and Miniſters, in the ſtrict obſervance and execution of all and ſingular the Powers and Anthozities, Limitations and 
Reitraints herein befoze mentioned, and in the Gzants and P2ohibitions'afozeſaid contained, accoꝛding to the true intent and mean⸗ 
ing ok thele pꝛelents, when they ſhall be thereunto required by them oz any of them, as they and every of them tender Pur Pleaſure, 
and will avoid the contrary at their perils. |
